T he federal party never made such 
efforts before—they boasted that no W hig, white, black 
or ye'low , that was well enough to he got to the polls, 
hut voted. 
M'hey spent money in great profusion, and 
b o u g h t votes n* openly us their Tory brethren ever 
did in the rotten boroughs of old England.

up « oegio meeting, under the management of two of 
their committee m en, and published their Whig resolu­ 
tion*. 
T he emancipationists (violent W higs) wrote a 
letter to Mr Lawrence, to leuru his views upon emanci­ 
pation and slavery, and though he evaded any answer 
to their que-tion in his letter, yet the negroes were 
toid that he was for immediate emancipation, and they 
voted under this impression.
